April 2^ at the New Vork Passengicr Ship Terminal in 
Manhattan, was a treat for A1200 owneis looking to add a 
bit more power to their hoi new [machines. Those who 
went seeking software, though, kit largely disappointed. 

Although there were 33 ejthibitors at the shciw, many of 
thost" were di^alers, magazines, and pur^'eyors of public 
domain software, Amtmg the more well-known develap- 
(•rs who did attend were Centaur Deveiopment, DKP 
Software, Gold Disk, CVl*, tCD, Microdeal, Migraph, 
Moonlighter, NewTek [in the guide of Video Toaster 
Maga/in?), *^"Al-A, Soft-Logik, and Utilities Unlimited, 

Commodore's booth was consistently crowded, cspc- 
dally around the Amig^ MXXfT, which was shown to the 
North American public for the first time at the show. 

The A^OOOT ("T" is said to stand for "floor sTanding 
xinit/' rather than 'Tower," due to NCR's ownership of 
the latter word) sports five Zorro IH 32-bit cKpansion slots, 
four IBM AT slots, six drive hays, both IDE and SCSI-2 on 
the mnth&rboard, and - of particular interest to \ideo nuts 
-dual video f^lots.

'th^ case is the slickest ever to come from the big C, 
with a futuristic-looking srnoked-plastic curved door cov- 
etin^ the drive bays. The A400OT is still a cOupie of 
moirtths away frotm shippings and promises to be a pre- 
mium-priced product, not one for the Zool crowd. 

I,i?w Eggebrecht, an information-seeking journalist's 
dream, once again spilled the beans about Commodore's 
development plans. 

You've ticad about the high and low-end 2i-bit chipsets 
in pn*%TOu.s columns (se* the April issue of AC): the only 
news there was that the low-end chip set will have sup- 
port for adding a 16-bit stereo DAC for improved sound. 



snd that the target date for the high- 
end chipset, which ships first, has 
slipped to mid- 1 ^4. 

Commodore's upcoming DSP chip 
has found a new home on a Zorru 111 
card- The- original plan had been to 
piace the chip on the mm CPU card, 
but Commodore realised they could 
double the p<?rformancc of llie AT&T 
DSP 32010 chip if they placed it wi Art 
expansion card with its own RAM. 

This also allows them lo run the 
card at 6&MHz, instead of "only" 
50MH2, The board will ship with its 
own multitasking operating system 
based on the AT&T VCOS software. 
Initial software ^vill enable use of the 
board for real-time sound prtwessing, 
amd libraries to use it as a V^^bis 
modem, JPEG image decoder and encodt?r, and MPEG 
audio deaxlerand encoder are in the works as well. 

This board WDn''t be chieap, but comparing ite capabili- 
ties to those of the basic MnrtiiK»la IJSP in the Atari Falcon 
Ls like aimparing a 33MHz 68040 to the IMHz 6602 found 
in the C64. 

Eggebrecht also said that CD-ROM drii'es for the rest of 
the Affliga line were a top priority right now. The drives 
wil3 be double^>peed mechanisms and will support multi- 
session discs (useful for Kodak's Photo-CD), and will 
incJude custom microcode to speed access dramatically, 

Eggebrecht said drives will be available for all Amigas, 
with the probable exception of the A600, since the AftOO 
doesn't have the needed DMA access. 

Perhaps the most intriguing hint of (he Amiga's future, 
though, came from Commodore US president Jim Diorme. 




When asked during a questlon-and-answer session why 

Commtxlore hasn't been able to repeat the success of the 
C64 in the US market, Dionne hinted that Commodore 
would be making a maior push Ebr the consumer market 
this fs*ll with a new mafhine thai cauld be the next 
Commodore 64, He emphatically stated that this would 
not be the A600 - it's more likely to be the AmigaCD 32 
mentioned above. 

Wilt i t be the next C64? Commodore has already lost 
the suppoirt of virtually all the US games developers. And 
a oompany that would sell sushi as "Commodore's Cold, 
Raw, Dead Fish!" is trying to go up against Nintendo sfid 
Sega in a marketing war? I don't chink so. Is this the 64GS 
all over again?

hun^' user. 

Given the easy availabiliiy of 2.Siri IDE drives, it seemed diat the 
damage could be limited. What rapidly became clear, however, wa^ 
that although the iijrdware was easy to come by,. Commodore them- 
selves were making the ambitioiL'i owner's lifie a misery by supplyinj^ Al2)00s with fivtf 
; Workbench 3.0 dis-ks a* opposed to sis. 

I The Entssing disk? Why, the installation disk, of course, coritaimng the hard drive 

I tool lot and other essential hand drive Utilities. Without this disk, A1200 owners ntight buy 

their own drives, but fit theffl they cuuHd not, 

Maga^.ine^, assuming that the Ai.2W would be supplied with the same 
Workbench set as included with the A4[J(K), wrongly reassured their readers that they 
would be atle to buy 4 drive and cable then fit it at home, thus raising more docMned 
e>tpertttions. 

Flies in a cesspit 

Bewildered (and rather annoyed) custotnens tried everything from the AfiflOHD install 

disk to a variety of stiarpware utiiities, and confusion multiplied like flies in a cesspit. 
Commodofv, fiddling merrily as the blaze developed ^rttond them^ played dumb, and 
restricted themselves to a few statements about the naughtiness of copying disk.*t dis- 
bnbuted with other Ann igas. 

Why the dtttsiur was taken to omit that vital sixth disk from the A I ZOO Workbench .3.0 
set will prcibably remain a mystery. Coinmtidtue were never ^■ery gpod at dtscussLng their 
motives, and ihi- MP at the time of the A1200 launch, Kelly SijrnneT, has since left the 
company. 

What is clear, howe^'er, is that the decision left a gaping hole in the market ripe for both 
eaploitatacKn ^nd the confusion we rapidly saw developing. 

Smaller dealers, especially thos^ in the mail order industry, tcmk the opportunity 
to buy in cheap IDE drives and fit them themselves, but agsin they ran into the 
bfick Wall of Commodore's reluctance to give permission for dealers to supply

A40CX1 or A600 hand drive sofiware. There were soon 

as many hard drive sohjtions as there were dcalcrii, 

and the pixtr puntef, to judge from letters we received 

during the worst period, simply didn't krtow what was 

going on. 

Commodore's answer was to close down their technical 
support division, admit in secret that they hadn't the facilities 
to put together their own AlMlliD, and throw the hot potdto 
to trade distributor ZCL 

The deal struck between ZCL and Wang at last made the 
A1200HD a reality, but by this time a huge number of 
floppy-only machines had been sold and their owners were no 
better off, 
As no moves have Ijeen made to provide an official upgrade path 
for existing owners wishing to fit hard drives, and as Commodore con- 
tinue to igjKire the calls from mail order dealers to at least releiiie the offi- 
cial formatting software, users who buy an AIM) with the aim of upgrading it at a later 
date will find themselves as frustrated as those earlv owners. 



Oider PCmCiA 

What about PCMCfA? Many ha'i'e pointed to the slot as a potential interfAce 
for e^'erythirg from tax modems to electric twthbrushes, but most have neglected to 
nf)mhon that the slot fitted to the A121X} is an older revksion of the standard than that cur- 
rently being worked on by the PCMCIA market as a wKole, 

In other words, the va.st majority of manufacturers developing on the 
standard are tn all probability developing de^'ioes which will not work on the older A1200 
PCMCIA slots. 

If Ct>mmtidorej in their wisdom, are unwilling to make a shojt about this discrqsancy 
between marketiing, claim and isti.Arjtigs Compuiin;^ is ncrt. 

The complete lack of PCMCIA expansion options, the late arrival of the official 
M200HD, the missing sixth disk, and the company's refusal to allow third parties to use 
Commodore software wheti St'lling their own hard drive kit!> adds up to a monumental 
mess in which only the end user has l(Kt out. 

With the demise of CDTV,, the Amiga 600's death by AGA, and the nimourS concern- 
ing CD-based Amigas, AAA chipsets, and so on, the last thing We need at the moment is 
for a lack of d envelopment to stifle the AlZtMl market: 

The machine makes for easily the best value-for-money micro ever 
released, a fact which alone will keep sales healthy all this year, but if users 
begin to suspect that Commodore are unable to support their product or 
are intent on replacing it within the year, confidence in the 32-bit revolution may 
begin to slip.

Ratfser than offer an aiarrm function tor Bvenis which occur during a single day, 
Amiga Diary is designed to keep track of events and appointments over tfie cour^ Ol 
a lew we«i($, months, or even years. 

It (eatijres a page tliclting system to sirnirla<e a real paper diary and has a quick 
look-up" funetlofl for jumping to any day reqiiired. 

Each day can have as many pages as required for its diary entrtw, which means 
Itiat the usef fi*ed never type an entry in short fonn as is so often the case wHh diary 
programs. II Ihis isn't enough for all information, the scHljbie function will enable tt>e 
lotting down of nples. 

Most programs of this type allow just a single line ol lexl tor each entry with little or 
{usually) no explanatory intomiatioh to remind the user about the appointment or 
event, 

Ainiga Diary will succeed where others iaif simply because it offers much the 
sanie ease of use as a nonnai diary without forcing the user to stick lo cryptic Itttle 
notes.

PnnI Spoolers are utililies which the non-printer owning public wilt take one look at and 
ignore. The rest of us. however, will recognise Ihefn as ooa off the most useful and 
time-saving utilities ever devised. 

When a program prints to any prinlef , tse i! a slow or (airly fast model, the output is 
passed 10 Uw print buffer which, if available, is nonnaily a few kilotoyles ol RAM - 
hardly enough tor a page of teni, 

When a DTP layout is printed. Ihe resulting reduction in spe«d while the program 
warts for the printer to complete the page can be excruciating 

The result is a loss ol productivily and, il using a very slow printer, sanity. 
PrintManager iiS a priceless utility for Kickstart 2.0 and above which intercepts all print 
jobs sent to Ihe printer ports, no matter wlhich p^ram originates Ihem, and spools 
them lo a wailing queue ol print jot)S. 

Depending on the user's preferences, the direelory to which the print jobs are 
spooled can be erther a ftoppy, a hand drive, or Ihe RAM disik. A tool type lound on the 
phntWanager icor can tte altered to suil any system, so it the user has a hard drive 
bu! not much memory, spooling lo disk is 1h# ph-yious and easy choice, 

A graphical interface controls all organisation of jobs, enabling the pausing and 
rearranging of the queue, and as PrintManager runs like a Commodily, i! can be hi!^ 
den and controlled using Exchange.

OccasionaUy we have so niany prograns. to fit onto the

where we lake the entire contents of a disk and com- 
presi them ifnlo one fife which is much smaller, giving 
us space to (it more programs onto the disk. 

Desrchiving progams which are on the CovefDisi; 
is a very simple task. If a program has twen archived 
then you will need a blank disk to deardiivE it onto. 

Say we have archived a ptegrann cabled FRED. You 
simply double dick on FRED's kon, and will be asked if 
y&u have a blank disk reat^ to dearchwe to. Type "y" 
or "n" accordjiiigly. 

Vour computer win thefi. copy the ajchived Tile into 
its memory aod ask you to insert your blank disk. It will 
proceed to foonat the disk, snd will then de-crunch 
the archived file onto your blank disk. 

Once this has been done you can simply reboot 
your machine with the disk which contains the 
dearchived program on it and then use tfie program as 
instnjcted in the CoverDisk pages. 

Note that if you have a Workbench 2 or upward 
machine yon must boot with the CoverDisk write- 
enabled to pedofm the dearchiving process.

Of cuurae this doesn't mean you're pro- 
vided with a blank screen and ex.pwtKl to 
fill it as initially you're offered a default 
layout ctjntainit*g the three key elements 
io the interface. 

They are the view, select and tool win- 
dows. However before a detailed descrip- 
tion of each, s brief overview of the main 
principles of the new env iminnisfnl would 
bo wise. 

Wi-'tv all well aware of the multitask- 
ing skills of the Amiga bul the jigw Real 
allempts to take multitasking a step fur- 
ther bv (tfftsring an asynchronous, no wait 
state design- 
In English this means each window 
behaves as altnosi a pwjgram within a prti- 
gram with the various element multitask- 
ing independently making it pos&ible to 
render in one view while editing the map- 
ping altribiJleft of the object - ready for » 
simultsineous render from a different 
angle in another window. 

To take things to their extreme,

Keep on moving 

Animfllion Is arguibly the biggest tenetieiary of tfiB new release. Lite 
the resl dthe package, animation has undergone same dramatic 
changes, not least aT wl^ich is the total redBsign ol the way in which the 
pragram fiaodles the animation process. 

In the past, Real3D Dpferateef striclly on 9 frame-hy-trame 
basis using kejf frames and twwn pdinls, Now however the pro- 
grammers have cast «isi6e the old frame fcrmal complelely in 
preference for Bnim^tion over time. 
Th9 advantage is Ihat re-computatlon 0I a eequ^nce la now 
simply a matter of adlusling the relative lime of the element 
or Bcerie thereby allowing the software lo re^lnierpolale 
the sequence automalically. 

When this new approach is combined with thp hier- 
archlcxal cCHiibinalion of obj^t, mapping and anima- 
tion, you arrive at a very logical clean and 
eelf-contained approach to problem of complex anima- 
tion - and believe me some of the program's anim 
techniques can produce very complex animalions 
ndeed, 

Needless to say, due to Ihe variety and complexity 
of the anim options you ro likely to spend just es 
much time mastering Ihe various animation tech- 
niques as you mod^l the various components ol the 
scene, 

To illustrate the various anim options here's a brief 

rundown of the evaiiatiie methods, Dbviouely basic 

inotion via pattis has been included, in addition to more 

sophisticated options allowing shape modilicatbn to produce 

undulating organic forms,. 

There's morphing - possibly In conjunqtion with textures; skeletal 

anlms, which provide a common structure for related elements; and of 

course inverse kinematics - ideal for combination objects which interad 

to produce the iifueion ol Joints such as hands and fingers. 

On top ol this come? the program's parllcie animation system which 
allows the addition of real world effects such 93 gravrly, velocity, spin, 
mass and surface friction. 

As a result, poo! table anims will no dbiibt be the In-thing as the vir- 
tual CUB ball crashes into the pack, automatically sending the balls spin- 
ning across the baize Inleracting wllh their counterpane iusl like Ihe real 
thing. 

To put the anim options into perspective, almost 70 ejtample scenes 
cotne as part of the package, each of which iHustrate a diflerenl technique,. 
They include (deep breath) paths; rotation; sweeps (alias tracking); 
sijH manipuiallon; stretches; direction; control curves; skeleton effects; 
Inverse kinematics; morphtng; transformations; radial force (alias gravi- 
tational effects); directional force (such as turbulence); tangent (cen- 
trifugal force); collision defection; creation (for example boiling water or 
wriggling snakes) and finally liquids (whether they be single drops or an 
entire ocean). 
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namely draft, environment, lampleas, 
shadowless, nomul and outtinc, with tiie 
variatliiins prin'idins tvcfythtng fronn 
quick rough renders whicti ignore any tex- 
ture mapping to 
th«' ultimate quality the software can 
provide, 

The somewhat less conspicuous but 
e<|iially essential stlijct window is ncxi 
under the micrcisctipe ond it's fryiri here 
when? the underlying structure is applied 
and tditwi.

For example, adding a te>iture or multi- 
ple t^xtunes la an dbjecl involves simply 
placing it/ them within the saEtie le^'el as 
itie target object - thereby appearing as 
objwls them-st'lvL-s with names such as 
waod(T), These can b^ edihsJ when nixies' 
sary while still remaining unique to the 
ubji'ct they aeaimpany. 

The real beauty of this hierarchical 
approach is that if other objects or sub- 
directories ap|>car within that level they 
automfltiMtly ^hare th? sj.me mapping 
attributes without any additional editing 
on the part of the user. 

A similar approach applies tn every- 
thing elsf with even in objocr's animation 
attributes appearing as a ps^udo object 
within th£ selection window. 

In short, it's a very neat, logical and 



natural approach - and of course multiple 
windows meiin you can spotlight parts of 
the structure in one window while still 
retaining an ov^rvievi in another- 

Moving on to the last window, we 
come to the loots whidi although simibr 
to the selection of icons found in the origi- 
nal Keal do hold a few surprises, not least 
of which is the disappearing hoi-keys 
which I - aj>d many others - liiad becnme 
so familiar with, 

OlTie of my main complaints initially 
was that many of the original hot-key 
short-cuts were missing or had been 
hijacked. Thankfully however they had 
only migrated lo th^ Wtcii window where 
they now appear as icofis oEfering all the 
familiar cut and paste options thereby 
fliminafing ihc tedious trek through the 
enormous and stnrtevi^hat coiiEusiniiJ ftrtav 
of pult-downs. In total, 13 categories ol^ 
tool are available providing all the famil- 
iiir primitives, Boolean and freeform 
options in addition to mapping, editing 
and much more. And because the tool 



windows also share the internal muitilisk- 
\ng design yi>u cjan open a strics of vser 
defined tool boxes with as many or as few 
tools as you need. 

Like its pt'i^*!t;e?i,*t>hsi, the new Real \£ a 
solid modeller with a heavy emphasis on 
primitives as its primary building blocks. 
As a result a huge range of sJiapes can be 
created from preset forms, either by select- 
ing the object sti'le froir a pull-down or 
more often by clicking on the appropria le 
tool icon- Once an object is defined - 
whether it be a prim, tube, polygon, poly- 
hedron or whatever - it can be niove, 
scaled, stretchN?d, rotated or perhaps 
edited more dramatically courtesy of the 
program's Boolean operations; a feature 
wbif-h Alloivs anc n'sbj^t to act as a eutflng 
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implement on another 

Depending on the Boolean operatic 
chosen, chunks can be removi 
from the target object or perhaps the orij; 
nal removed completely ieavir 
only the intersection of the ti^i 
objects behind. Better stLllj Booleans evt 
offer the ability to leave the tes^ture ar 
attributes of the cutting tool on the target'j 
surface. 

If Booleans are not enough, the pra 
gram also provides freeform tools whic 
cari generate much more comple>: shaf 
to be edited with a selection of aim.<,wt 10 
tools specificaily designed for freefor 
objects, 

At (ho forefront of the organic side i 
the softivare comes the netv B-spline s« 
faces allowing ultra smooth freefor 
curves, guaranteed facet free - not a singli 
polygum in sight! 

As you can see from the head imaige 
the quality offered by B-splines is unbeat 
able Sjut like many of tht? power features i 
has a dramatic impact on rendering ■ 
least quadrupling the time taken to gener- 
ate similar shapes created by the pro- 
gratn's primitive, compound and lathe | 
tools. 

Macros on disk 

Another impressive feature ot the mod- 
elling environment Is the program's 
Macro feature, an option which allows 
any actions to Ibe recorded and then 
repeated automatically as many times as 
necessary. Elelter still, such processes can 
be stored on disk or even appended to a 
hot-key or tool icon to produce designer 
automated, tools. 

On a more exotic note. Real also pro- 
vides a built-in fractal generator for both 
trees and bndscapes, both of which come 
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Rendering in detail 

As you can see from tf>e screens hots, the program offers full support for the 
AGA with all screen modes supported - even hIamQ, 

However, it must be stressed thai acluallv operating in such resolutions does 
mie$n a dramatic increfia^ in rendering .and updating limes. While on the subject 
of time, this is probably a good timie to mention Activa'? claim that the naw Raal 
Is the fastest ray tracing erwironment on the machine. 

This may Irideed be the case In certain situations, however when ttie pro- 
gram's power features are appjied I must admit to eitperlencing little or no differ- 
ence in relation to its predecessor. 

Prime candidates for painfully slow rendering include the much-hyped soft 
shadows and motion blur, which although dramatic, do cause huge increases in 
rendering time- However, having said that, even ttwsB pale in significance when 
compared to complex B-spllnes, 

Evan with the specially optimised 040 version - claJming rendering times 
eight times that of its OSWQao counterpart - 1 still wasn't over-i impressed. If ever 
a package screamed out for an 060 processor, this is the one? 

Leaving the rendering time aside, h must be said that the quality of the firh 
Ishedi prodiit;t is spectacular, boasting arguably the best anli-allasing and over- 
all image qusEity on the market. 

When this is combined with the respectable rather than spectacular times and 
tht unique effects mantlcined above, you can't fail to la« impressed.

As far as tfie manual and assorted support is concerned things are a little 
mixed, wilhi a manual wtiich is roughly three to four times the size ot its prede- 
cessor. As for readability it scores slightly higher than the Imagiriei manual 
courtesy of a wide selection of step^y-step examplfra. 

Nevertheless it must be said that the authors often assuma a bit loo much of 
the reader - especially the beginner. 

On the other hand, what the manual lacks the huge selection ot eicarrple ani- 
mations, scenes and mapping demos more than make up for, 

In lacl, once you've mastered the basiiss, exploring the examples can be a 
much quicker methpd of picking up the finer points. In addition 1o the support 
files and manual, a built-in hyper-text help system also awalrts if quick reference 
is required- 

Cofitlnuing on the theme of support the pac^kage comes with a familiar selec- 
tion of display and conwaraion ulllities in addition to the aforementioned huge 
variety af example images and scenes. 

After the rollercoasier ride ot the main article, hopefully your mind will 
already be made up- If not, here's a woefully inadequate potted opinion, 

For any would-be investor th« question has to be is the six months needed to 
really fijaster the package worth the new featuT«s and the E4W asking pc Ice? 

For the professional i"ri say the answer Is yes. but for those new to ray trac- 
ing, fleal3D Classic at roughly a quarter ot the price is a much more attractive 
option - which in time could lead on to an upgrade when your requirements and 
skills demand the attentions oi its muscle-lwund bigger brother.

Morphed 

Chi a personal le^'el I'm impressed most 
of all bv the ability to blend maps together 
on the same object creating hot-spots for 
the materials in question. In addition 
materials can also be morphed or ani- 
mated by simply appending sequential 
tile names. 

L'nfi^rtunately it's nwt all good news 
when it c-omes to mapping, end althou^ 
flagged as oni? of llie major selling points 
of the package, the program's new proce- 
dural and mathematic teiitureij are likely 
to remain beyond most of us for a long., 
long time. 

The reaiion is the appearance of the 
dreaded RPL programmmg language. In 
order to use the aft'srementioned features 
at leasft a rudimentary understanding of 
the RPL ib n^uirc-d. Based on FORTH, the 
Real3D derivative l!U\'I eitactly what you'd 
call easy reading.. 

After a couple of hours wading 
through the RPL 1 can guarantee non- 
smokers will be reaching for the 
Woodbinjfis while the alcoholics leap from 



the wagon like lemmings from a cliff- If 
the program's authors really think that a

Assuming tone generation, mining 
and cross fading is complete, we can 
safely move to th? pcnultimatif duet in the 
editing department, namely the twin 
LFOs, or l-ow Frequency Oscillators that 
dominate the left side of the maim edit 
window. 

Five waveforms are available within 
each LFO, including sawtooth, sine, trian- 
gle, si^uare and random with each LFO 
applying its particular selection to add old 
favourites such as vibrato, modulation 
and tremolo to the rapidly evolving 
sound. 

If required, the effects pnxluced by the 
LFO duet CiTn be combine with other fea- 
tures within the editor such as real-time 
and key velwity modulatiiin to apply the 
desired feature ovt-r time and according to 
(he strength of key (iepression.

With the duet chosen and assorted 
parameters applied you'd think the new 
sound would be complete, but there's one 
last twist in the tail. Courtesy of yet 
another window hidden in the upper right 
corner iti the main window, evM more 
tinkering awaits. 

Once opened, the Link option ne^'eals a 
series of sliders allowing an addilbonal 
thre« existing presets *o be appended to 
the one already being edited. 

As a result it's possible 1)0 build really 
big sounds via a multiple preset combina- 
tion. However^ it must be stressed that 
using multiple presets to build a new 



voioe does have i ts drawbacks. 

just like the original Proteus, the

As a result, adding up to four presets lo 
a single note rneans polyphony can suffer 
quite dramatically, especially if the afore- 
said note is played as part of a triad 
choni, thereby instantly hiimin^ 12 of the 
32 voices on |ust one chord and leaving 
precious few for the rest of the 
composition.

In addition, all the component presets 
can be defined to play between a specific 
pitch allowing multiple keyboard splits 
with up to fcruT voices spread over a single 
patch kxation.

In addition, the card fits seamlessly into 
the overall Blue Kibbon range with input 
and output tools for B&PPro, an (iccesson' 
version of the editor for on-line editing, a 
pre-defined plug- In band for Super) am 
vl,l plus total compatibility with 
Patchmeisler - Blue Ribbon's very own 
librarian ^jftware. When you add all of 
the above to the board's obvious mulhme- 
dia talents, -and pri.ifcably one of the best 



sound-to-noi.*C ratios available from 
module, the overall eombit^ation se 
unbeatable. 

However TOSMS isn't without .'i^ 
faults- I^irstly the preset tones tin soun*; , 
little dated in relation to the latest St.' 
dalonu moduleii, primarily becaus 
ROM*; inside are fron^ the very first ge 
ation of the SoundEngine which is nowj 
its (hind re\'Wion. 

Adflition 

Although the ROM stsunds are a lie 
disappointing the situation cou 

have twen easily resolved by the addit 
of the one thing that the module I 
more than anything else - a built-in dig 
reverb. 

Almost all modem stand-alone mo 
u left come with reverb as standand but ah 
the TC^MS isn't one of them, resulting I 
a very dry overall sound. 

Even with the problems mentions 
TOSMS remains a viable and portal 
solution to llie problem of incorporati 
qjualitj' sound into multimedia produ 
tions. It's pretty unlikely the card wi 
find its way into the average studio bil 
for those Involved in DTV and multin 
dia in general it's worth 
consideration.

two parts, naniely an Ai-si^ed reference 
manual, and an A5-siied user guide. The 
referenCG manual is dearly written, clearly 
laid out, and very adequate. 

One of Lhe things that I paflicularly 
liked is that commands and functions it^ 
grouped a(t:nrding to use, rather ttian sim- 
ply being throxvm together as a straight 
alphabetical keyword /commands listing.

Ted is a fasil, reliable editor which has

As with most such editors, Ted is fairly 
average looking display-wise but it's 
pfctiy ob%'ious that some thought has

I rang Arnor at Peterborough where I purchased the Lapcat software afKl they told 
me that the program doosn'l cail tor this library. He said it must bo a problem wilh 
ttie Workbench. 

What does my Amiga wart? This is most annoying e^ifery time you load irp 
Lapcat, which is not a »etl-booting dlsit and must be loaded from Workbench, Whal 
can I do?

Of the more powerful cards being developed, CWs 
A1 230 has teflthe<l the Amigo Qomputing offices tint, beat- 
ing the Micfoboti-cs VKL1230 and ICD's Vfper by a length, 
so we decided to test just how close the 
lowly ^1200 tan come to its bigger 
brothe-r. 

Designed as A fairly Standard 6B030 
board and utilising teth Dic^ues taken 
from the A530 to squetie more 
power into a smaller package, the 
Al 230 is a small card with space for 
CPU and FPU socket, and two 
SIMM slots, GVP claim the latter 
wilt erabie tfie board to he 
upgraded to 12Mb, but few 
users will require or have funds 
for anything more than flMb.

Retailing at £299 with no RAM, and about £440 with a 
4Mb SIMM, the AT 230 is capable of boosting the 
AI200 way over the head of the A3000, and at 
this price, it is bound to do well, though the 
surprising early popularitj? ol the A400iD/030 might 
dampen the A120'0 6B030 card market in months 
to come.

This is one of the best presented pieces of educational 
iollware on the market. Inside the colour box are two 
disks, a manual, some colouring pendli (more later), 
the copy protection sheet, a registration t^rd and 
a iet of stickers which can be attached to the 
keyboard as your child is learning what to do - very 
nice indeed. 

The mainuail Is eiitremely well pitched and pre- 
sented. As well ai containing clear and concisely pre- 
sented information on using the software, it also 
contains various exerclies and extra bits and pieces to 
be used in conjunction with the software to squeeze 
that little bit more out of your investment. 

What better way to show that you wish to give the 
very best value for money for your products than to 



Include a set of colouring crayons and a colouring 
book style Selection of characters and activities In 
the back ol the manual? 

The game is Stt, Fun School-like, in a world where 
the child explores by clicking on anything that inter 
ests him or her. However, unlike Fun School there is 
no difference between the environment and activi- 
ties - you click on something that interests you and 
uise it, returning to where you left off afterwards - 
simple. 

It is advisable to install this program onto your 
hard drive, as the dish prompt wilt pop up every now 
and then when the child sdecti an object or activity 
- not conducive to keeping attentions focused 
where they should be. 

To give a feel for what the software is about, I'll 
look at i few of the activities on offer, 

Clicking on the computer lets the child play a let- 
ter recognition game, where the "computer" asks 
the child to type in a letter, or select one using the 
arrow keys, to match that which is on the screen.

Formatting HD floppy disks to a capacity of 1.76Mbj 
the XL drive doubles up on capacity and makes passible 
the reading of 1.44Mb PC and Atari 
formats. 

Installation, as one would expect of a 
floppy drive, is painless and quick. "Rie user 
simply boots from the supplied disk and 
chooses to carry out either a hard drive or 
floppy iosta nation, then reboo'ts his or tier 
machine, at which time a patch program 
will run at the beginning of the startup- 
sequence to insert the operating system 
patch, thus forcing Workbench to write HD 
floppies. 

If the patch program insLallatiori is not 
used or, as In the case of a cammercial 
game which boots from, its own custom 
disk, cannot be activated, the drive will act 
as a standard SSOk drive far writing pur- 
poses, though the ^tem will still be able 
to read HD disks of either 1.44Mb (PC and 
Atari) or ^ 76Mb (Amiga) capacity. 

However, it is when the drive is fully set 
up and used under Workbench that it 
comes into its own. The XL drive accepts 
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standard HD disks as used on other machines and will for- 
mat them to l,?6Mb, Workbench and CLI, automatically 
adjusting to the new capacity depending on what type of 
disk is in the drive. 

With the use of the Workbench 3.0 CrossDOS utility, 
Of the shareware MoltiDOS, the user tar also choose to 
fofmat Atari HD or 1 .■44Mb PC disks, a fact which 
alone will make the drive a favourite with IBM emulator 
owners. 

Speed is good in all TTiorfes, and the Amiga 1,76Mb 
floppies foTtnat in about two minutes and 50 secorrfs, only

Hmmm... This software, as well as being designed for 
the (fiild, has the guardian or parent very 
inuch in mind too, which fs partly the reason it 
stands out. 

Parents gain an unequalled amount of control 
thanks to a Piayroom tn^nu on Fl (again, no disable 
for prying hands) allowing alteration of the case 
(upper or lower) that th* games' tCJtt appears in; vari- 
ous levels of numbers and letters to suit various 
stages of a child's development; the ability to choose 
between keyboard, [oy stick and mouse for control; 
and various printer options. 

Vou can save your prefen^ed settings, meaning that 
this menu only need be accessed when the child's 
sklils are developing . 

The Playroom Is eKcellent. Not as graphically excel- 
lent as Mickey's Puzzles, It makes up for this in the 
breadth of its scope. It's well presented, well 
written, and contains enough to keep a child happy 
for quite a while. Above all, it's excellent value. 
Another winnerl 
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a few seconds slower than equivalent disks on the A40CiO 
internal drive. 

IBM 1.44Mb format takes longer at about four minutes 
25 seconds, but ttiis is unlikely to bother those who tiave 
previously never tiad access to the most popular PC disk 
format. 

To compensate, standard Amiga 8B0k and IBM 720k for- 
mats take place dt a goocj speed and the drive is almost 
whisper quiet in most modes. 

Protably the XL drive's only drawback is its price, which 
at £129 is very high for a floppy drive. In its favour, the XL 
is at the moment the only HD floppy available for the 
Amiga and it wortts very well, but users with no real need 
for HD will probably stick with cheaper standard drives. 

Those to whom the drive will appeal include those who 
regularly transfer files to and from PC, those who need 
larger floppies for 24-bit files Or Other artvrark, and hard 
drive usiers looking far a much more effective backup sys- 
tem. Tfl these people, the Power XL drive will be a 
godsend.

Though it is tme that one IDE drive unit is much the same 
as another, it is certainljf not the case that one piece of hard 
drive lormatting software is in any way similar to anottier 
designed to do the same job. 

Since the A1200 was released without hard drive or for- 
matting software, the quality of hard drive kits has varied 
between the passable, which will pfep and format a drive 
after some painful faffing about, and the downright 
garbage which sinnply won't work. 

The hard driive kit from first Computer Centre is one of 
the best so far released, and it's all thanks to an excellent 
tDolboK disk CDn taming software from the experienced 
American company MkrolHtlcs. 

RPPrep Is an easy to use program which will enable the 
A120D user to prep and partition any IDE drive 
(the unit supplied was a reliable Seagate), which can 
then be formatted from Workbench In the same way as a 
floppy. 

What struck me as particularly helpful was that 
the icons for prepping, formatting, and installing 
Workbench 3.0 to the ctrive were numbered 1, 2 and 3 to 
avoid confusion. 

All steps towards 'settinci up the drive are painless and 
quick, and to top things off, the excellent Commodore 
Installer program will automatically install the user's 
Worltbench disks to the system partitkin. 

As a bonus, the software checks which version of 
Kickstart is being used and asks for either the 
Workbench2.0 or WorkbenchS.O disks as required. 

This is a neat, quick, and sJmple solution to the hard 
drive problem for any upgrading Al2CiO user, though 
until Commodore release their iron-like grip on 
the official upgrade path it will remain one which Invali- 
dates the machi ne's warranty.

The low end ot the bubble jet. market has become one of 
the most fiercely contertded peripherals marketi of recent 
yeiri, and since the release of the Canon BJIO, an increas- 
ing number of printer^ have jostled tor position at the con- 
sumer feeding trough. 

The Star S1-4S, in reality a rebadged B|l 0, makes no pre- 
tence tfl be anifthing other than a cheap printer with good 
oylput, but at its preiertt pice it is great value for money, 

In the main, the only iubitanttal difference between tfie 
Star aod the BJIO is that tfie latest version of the Canon has 
a larger printer buffer wtiith gives it a speed advantage, but 
for those on a tight bjdget th* Star's £20 price advantage 
will outweigh this. 

Options fof expansion, are identical to Ihe B|KJ, with an 
automstic sheet feeder and NiCad battery pack avaiiable for 
the owner with either a heavy print load or a burning deiire 
to be portable- 

The tight design of the unit, with its diminuiiive dimen- 
sions and weight of only 4lbs, makes it a doddle to 
slip into a briefcase, Ih&ugh we didn't have a look at the 
battery pack, so can't say how bulky or heavy that 
might be, 

In operation, the SJ-^S is quiet and fairly quick, turning 
in 3. respectable 10O character j per second letter quality 
text. Roughly translated, an, M page ot mixed tE;<t and 
graphics will print in around three minutes^ though a page 
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of text using one of the two built-in printer fonts will 

appear In half this lime. Print quality is superb for Internal 
fonts and just about as good when using jcaiabie fonts 
such as Agfa Intel lifofitt. 

The downside of this and most other bubblejet printers 
Is that draft mode Is fairly slow compared to a dot matrix 
and there is no facility for tractor-fed continuous sta- 
tionefy. 

Users with requirements for fast draft output - vital 
When proofing large documents - would find the S|'48 
virtually useless. 

Others with letter writing, business, or other correspon- 
dence needs can rest assured that the Star 5|-4fl is an 
ejtceltent, low cost printer and a thoroughly good buy.

Possibly the first specific sign making software available 
for the Amiga, SignEngine is a curioui beast 
combining the talents of a basic layout package with the 
specific requirements of a program designed to 
tut shapes and signs from plastic or vinyl using a 
plotter. 

ivlany readers might wonder of what possible use a 
program such as this can be, biit SignEngine is actually a 
well targeted response to a solid practical application gap 
which few Amiga programs have hitherto attempted 
to fill. 

Signs of all kinds from company logos to advertising 
slogans, posters, and signposts are produced 
e'jierf day on thousands of vinyl cutters world- 
wide, and the fiestibility of being able to gener- 
ate and cut a sign in the same room cannot be 
understated. 

Exhibition companies who design and erect 
stands lor computer showi, TV companies who 
need quick production graphics, and many other 
organisations make regular use of either their own 
in-house cutter or go to another company for sticky- 
backed output, SignEngine makes it possible for the 
Amiga to fulfil these commercial needs for the first 
time, 
The program is fairly straightforward in use. Ho 
drawing tools are included, so the user must import 
either a ProDraw clip format or IFF-DR2D structured 
drawing. Once imported, however, the user has an 
exhaustive list of controls over the final product. 

Using the Arc-weld tool letters which overlap can be 
merged, saving a lot of faffing about at the cutting stiige, 
shadows, borders, and outlines can be placed around and 
below any object with user-definabte attributes, and there 
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is an auto-tiling feature to enable the production of huge 
bi1lbcard-size designs. More than 50 sign cutter spetif* 
controls are included to give the user as much say o^-'e* 
how the finished sign will look. Including everything Irof- 
the exotically named Pounce feature to an automatic 
allowance for vinyl shfinking. 

In all, SignEngine, thoiigh expensive, offers a great de* 
more than the existing Amiga packages with ffPGL ploltc 
support and opens the way for Amiga infiltration in a v«ft 
speciaJised mariietplaiCe.

If, as Kelly Sumner recently said, CDTV's lime has beer 
and gone, one wpyid expect the software available on 
CDTV format to decline in both number and quality, bii 
the latest offering from Almathera systems bucks thi$ 
trend by doubling the number of CDs and halving fhf 
quality. 

The 17 Bit Collection is made up of a huge number c* 
PD demos, tunes, games,: and utilities from the gargar>- 
tuan vaults of one of the biggest libraries around, and at 
first glance looks to be an attractive buy.. However, whe-^ 
one discovers the price and opens the package, thinoi 
begin to turn sour. 

One entire CD is given over to what is euphemistically 
titled The Early CEassics, in reality a wodge of old demoi 
which ceased to be state-of-the-art several years ago 
(remember the Red Sector vectorballs?), utilities which art 
often way out of date, and so on. 

The second disk is a great improvement as it 
nffen more recent .material, much o( which can be very 
useful, but as a complete compilation this one fails to 
impress. 

To ask £40 for what Is a collection of freely distributable 
software is to ask too- much, and though many 
users would no doubt buy the second CD on its 
own, I'd be more than a little gob-smacked if the 17 K 
Collection made its compilers anything approaching a 
fortune.

suffer too much distress. 

In use, AmiVGA was less than trouble-free, and proved 
incapable of displaying a strong signal on one of the stan- 
dard SVGA monitors we b&fifowed for testing. The picture 
was stable enough and dot pitch appeared high enough 
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ror a sharp disp^lay, but despite cranking brightness way 
up, the little black box's image remained very dark. 

Users with Super Denise-equipped Amigas would be 
advised to give this cheap VGA solution a look, but are 
advised to check thoroughly' beforehand whether the 
monitor on which they intend to use it will be capable of 
dispiaying a decent picture. 

Trying to lay hands on Commodore's U<i adaptor for 
the A1200/A4000 might be a wiier course of action, 
though the latter can be incredibly difficult to find. 



Mickey's Jigsaw Puzzles

Vou'd expect something special from a product 
with Mickey Mouse and Disnsy plastered all over the boa, 
and indeed this looks a very slick package from the 
beginning. 

Inside the bo« are the usual co-uple of disks, instruction 
manual and ftgistration card. It's nice to see that the pro- 
gram is hard drive installable - so much Amiga software 
neglects to allow one to do this, which is especially impor- 
tant with education packages, where the differences in 
ease of use and speed between a hard and a floppy drive 
could be the difference between i child having fun or los- 
ing his or here patience and/or int&rest. 

Basically the progtam is what it sounds like - a coHec 
tion of puzzles (15 in alS) featuring Walt Disney's favourite 
cartoon hero. Of course, being done on a computer, there 
are various twists.,, 

l*rovided the program is installed to a hard disk, you 
can see on loading a selection of buttons down 
the right of the screen allowing you to choose a 
puzzle to attempt (floppy owrieri have to load 
pujiies from diik when they warit them - 
iiardly a major chore). 

No picture is tied to any type of puzzle. You 
Ciin select a picture and then decide what type 
fjf puzzle you wish it to be. 

For instance there's the silhouette puizle, 
where you drop darkened shapes into the pic- 
ture - this teaches children shape skills. Or you 
can choose normal jigsaw pieces or square bits. 
You can alsoselett the number of pieces - the 
range is fraim 4 to 64. 

The method of actually putting the puiiles 
together is very simple. ¥&u get a piece to start 
with, drop it where you think it goes, and then 
the computer automatically "piclu up" another 
piece for you. 
You can move two or more puizle pieces at 




once, and control can be by mouse (the easiest), joystick or 
keyboard, using the arrow keys. There is a timer optaon so 
the puzzles can be constructed again si a ticking dock, 
adding an element of fun for the child who has cracked the 
Idea and cart do 64- piece puzzles without much effort given 
all the time in the world. The added incentive for finishing a 
puiile is the ability to animate the completed picture on 
doing so - what more wouHd you expect from i:iisney? 

Clicking on the little camera which appears when a 
puzzk hai been finished does the business here, and the 
animations ait very good indeed - again as one would 
expecL, This is the bit children will really love, as the pic- 
lures are brilliant enough anyway belore any movement 
has taken place. 

The function key5 offer a good deal of flexibility, and 
some cheats, too - it would have been nice to have a way 
of disabling these to force impatient little minds to think 
irtstead of taking short-cuU. 

Helpful functions 

As it stands, though, Fl will show you where a piece 
goes, or the entire puzzle, depending upon whether 
Mickey actually has a piece in his hand at that time; F2 re- 
arranges the jigsaw correctly should yov have compteted 
it but got some pieces in the wrong places. 

The other hinction keys concern themselves with tog- 
gling the puzzle grid lines, the timer, tenl message*, 
fvlickey's hand (the cursor), the music, and pausing th« 
game - only necessary if you're jlgsawing against the 
clock, of course. 

finally, it's possibfe to print the puzzles out, although to 
do any justice to the quality of these 1 S pictures - which are 
all shown in full colour in the booklet - nwans that unle« 
you have thousands of pounds lor a decent colour laser 
printer, you're best off admiring them 
or^-strieen. 

I liked Mickey's jigsaw Puzzfes. It's a non-nonsense pro- 
gram, taking a very traditional infant pastime and ackJing 
more in genuine flexibility to it than it removes in lack c^ 
simplicity. Recommended,
